FATHER OF PENNY POST 
SYSTEM DIES AT AGE 66 


London, Sept. $.—Sir Henniker 
Heaton, Batr, the famous postal re- 
former, father of the Imperial penny 
postage and advocate of world-wide 
penny postage, died at Geneva yester- 
day from an attack of uraemic poison- 
ing. The body will be buried tomor- 
row at 3 o'clock. 

Sir John Henniker Heaton, born at 
Rochester, Kent, in i848, achieved in- 
ternational fame for his efforts to sim- 
plify and cheapen mail communication. 
In i898 he carried the imperial penny 
postage schen;e to completion and in 
1307 saw the fruition of his efforts for 
an Anglo-American penny postage, 
which came into operation in 1908. He 
took part In nearly every international 
conference on post offices and was 
called only recently on the matter of 
the Anglo-Canadian magazine post. He 
Was knighted in 1907, being created 
K. C. M. G. and in 1212 received a 
baronetcy. He was repeatedly elected 
to the imperial parliament for Canter- 
burr. He spent many years in Aus- 
tralia, where he had laree landed in- 
terests, and was part proproetor of

ey say IT am back, Whether I 
am or not can only be shown after I 
have been In there regularly, No Chi- 
cagg fan hopes more than Ido that 
I am in form to pitch winning ball for 
the White Sox. It has ben a long, hard 
fight. Even now I am not certain 
that the arm is in perfect shape, but it 
is good enough for me to be out there 
helping the boys, 

You cannot understand how a fel- 
low feels after he has beer losing ball 
vames. 

I knew the arm was wrong last year. 
What it was I could not tell. Some- 
thing had slipped and even when it felt 
well it did not have-the strength that 
it used to have, 

It sei me thinking. 

A man learns only through troubles. 
When my arm first went wrong I 
didn't. know much about pitching. I 
have to know. I had the strength and 
the confidence and could break the 
splitter so no one was sure of hitting it. 
When [I lost that I found’ myself up 
against it. “My stock was gone. 1 
had to get something else. I had to 
learn to pitch without it. And TI did. 
It was hard work, hard study and 
worry all the time, My curve came 
along fairly well, but I didn’t know 
how to use it. My side-arm spit ball 
was like learning to’ pitch all over 
again, I commenced studying batters 
harder and harder. 

Yad ts Work and Study. 

Last year 1 thought thg arm was 
going to be great. It wasn't, Some- 
thing went wrong early {n the spring. 
It never was right. I had to work and 
work and study, ° and make my head 
do the work my arm always had done. 

Many a game I simply four-flushed 
and tricked them, When J got in a 
hole J shut my eyes, threw my whole 
Weight into it, and no matter how It 
hurt, made the ball jump. They still 
thought I had something, 

It was a season of suffering for me. 
Suffering and worry combined. Last 
fall I had the arm fixed. The muscles 
were snapped back into place, but they 
did not get strong, I hoped the win- 
ter would bring it around.. 1 didn’t 
even try it, excepting to swing it cusily 
ence in a while and wonder what it 
would do, This spring I tried it out— 
and it was not there. 

I went to the park every day and 
spent hours tossing the ball, easily, 
trying to work it out and to get the 
strength back. I was afrald that some 
quick, careless movement would dis- 
place the muscles again. Every throw 
had to be made with just the same 
éireless motion, While the boys were 
away I worked alone at the park, 
throwing 500 times a day, playing the 
outfield and hid imei

I felt one day that the.arm worked 
more freely, that I could throw with 
less effort. It encouraged me. I kept 
quiet. I was afraid to tell the boys, 

But one day I cut-loose half a dozen 
times and the ball acted as it used to 
act. It did not hurt me to throw, and 
the arm moved freely. I rested it three 
days, then tried again. 

You’ can imagine how happy I was. 
I was afraid to say anything, until one 
day Cal noticed that the ball was gath- 
ering ‘speed, and that the motion was 
easier. I told him I was ready for the 
trail. He urged me to walt—and I 
waited and fretted. In- Cleveland he 
threw me in to finish a game—and I 
breezed through two innings. I guess 
T was the happiest fellow in America 
that night.

I think the arm is’ almost back in 
shape, It probably never will be as 
strong as-it was, but if it is just good 
énough to last and let me help the 
tearm, the work will not be wasted.

As each member of the cits council} 
is a member of the large cornmittee 
drafting the new charter, and each al-| 
derman ts, therefore, presumably faimi- 
liar with all the provisions contained | 
therein, It is expected that the city) 
council will authorize the taking of @ 
plebiscite before the end of this month 


in order that the proposed charter 
may be submitted to the Jesisiative as~- 
sembly, meeting early in October, for 


ratification, in the event the people en- 
dorse the new instrument, 

After all, the new efty charter does 
not greatly differ from the old except 
in a few basic principles, The present 
city council is eliminated entirely, ity 
is provided that five administrators, to 
be Iknown as city commissioners, be 
clected by the city at large, to specific 
office, for a term of four years. The 
offices are designated as commissioner | 
of finance, commissioner of public 
works, commissioner of public utilities, 
commissioner of safety and health, and 
commissioner of parks and markets, 

It is provided that elections be held 
bi-annually, so that the selection of| 
two commissioners and three commis- | 
sioners, respectively, shall alternate, 
The functions of the present city coun- 
cil are vested in these five administra- 
tors stiting as a board and designated 
as the commission council 

The new charter differs from the old 
slightly in respect to electoral fran- 
chise, The new charter provides that 
those persons qualified to vote at elec- 
tlon shall be bona fide residents of 
the city of Edmonton, both male.and 
female, of the full age of 21 years, be- 
ing subjects of his majesty by birth 
or naturalization, Non-resident. pro- 
perty owners, who are Hritish subjects 
‘and are of the full age of 21 years, may 
gain the franchise by making applica- 
tion in person to the returning officer 
to have their names placed) on the 
voters’ list. Voting on referred money 
bylaws is restricted to burgesses, as 
under the present charter, except the 
new charter gives to one man but one 
vote, regardless of his real estate hold- 
ings. 

The new charter further provides for 
the initiative, referendum. and recall, 
It is required that the reeall petition 
be signed by Jo per cent, of the clec- 
tors voting at the last municipal elec- 
tion, while the percentage require- 
ments for the exercise of the initiative 
and the reefrendum is 20 per cent. In 
each cause, 

The new charter further provides a 
preferential ballot—a means whereby 
election by plurality is eliminated, and 
it is guaranteed that any person elect- 
ed to public office has received the 
vote of a majority of the electors vot- 
ing at that election, The form of pre- 
ferential ballot adopted by the larger 
charter committee is fashioned after 
the proportional representation ballot. 
It is canvassed by dropping the low 
man and distributing the second, third 
or other choices, as the case may be, 
among the remaining candidates for 
whom they were cast. 

In practically all other respects the 
new charter folows the present J2d- 
monton document,
